4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most 
relevant prior art of record is that of U.S. Patent No.4,623,423 (Aubert, et al). However, 
it does not teach nor fairly suggest singularly or in any combination thereof an 
apparatus for growing stoichiometric lithium niobate and lithium tantalate single crystals, 
the apparatus comprising: a chamber, a crystal pulling system, a long crucible arranged 
inside the chamber; a separation member arranged in the lone crucible to divide an 
inner space of the long crucible into a melting zone and a feeding zone, wherein the 
melting zone is located above the feeding zone; a heating system surrounding a 
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sidewall of the chamber; and a pushing/rotation system arranged under the long 
crucible to rotate and push the long crucible.
